Prisoners of Soviets 
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J he Labor Issue Exists— But When? 


Sen. Ives of New York and Sen. Kennedy 
of Massachusetts, sponsors of the labor re­ 
form bill before the Senate, want to keep it 
out of partisan politics. 
Their desire to do this is in conflict with 
the desire of other senators and representa­ 
tives, who think the labor reform issue final­ 
ly has reached a boiling point and cannot be 
ignored. 
Some who think this are .Republicans, and 
some are Democrats. They are divided, just 
as Sen. Ives, a Republican, and Sen Ken­ 
nedy, a Democrat, are divided. But the key 
to partisan division on labor reform in a 
showdown would be the close identity of the 
Democratic party with labor leaders who 
want no labor reform at all, or nothing more 
than an appearance of reform, to neutralize 
the issue in the 1958 congressional elections. 
The question for Democrats is whether the 
labor reform issue that exists can be neutra­ 
lized and cooled off this year. 
The question for Republicans is whether 
the issue can be heated up and brought to a 
snowndown at the polls this year. 
The question for Democrats and Republi­ 
cans who might be caught off base if a 
showdown developed this year is which way 
to jump. 
EVERYBODY CAN AGREE on one point 
— that a labor reform issue does exist in 
the popular mind and awaits only the at­ 
tention of political p a rtita s ic bring it to a 
showdown. 
The issue is defined in the labor reform 


bill now before the Senate: Should abuses of 
union power that have flourished under the 
protection of laws that were intended to pro­ 
tect bona fide unionism from its opponents 
be dealt with by federal law? 
What has not been defined and could be­ 
come the basis of a vigorous partisan debate 
is what constitutes an abuse of union power. 
Opinions on this range from the view that 
only such flagrant abuses as theft from union 
treasuries should be curbed to the view that 
unionism has become an economic jugger­ 
naut that must be controlled, as Congress 
once was forced to control trusts and mono­ 
polies. 


THIS IS THE labor issue. It exists. It is 
one of the most widely discussed subjects 
in the nation. Most politicians would like to 
keep it under wraps, because they are afraid 
it would run away with them if they turned 
it loose. Other politicians think it already 
has been kept under wraps so long tha, si­ 
lence is oecoming a disservice to their con­ 
stituents. 
Sen. Ives and Sen. Kennedy, sponsors of 
the bill before the Senate, are in a middle 
position. They want to toke off the wraps but 
in a way that would not start a partisan 
debate. 
But how can anything so momentous as the 
most debated domestic issue of the times be 
kept from turning into a partisan debate? 
Isn’t that the service that justifies the two- 
party system — to air both sides of all ques­ 
tions in strong dispute? 


Living and Dying by the Sickle 


It is always a shock to be reminded that 
old Communists never die, they just get exe­ 
cuted. The execution of Imre Nagy, who had 
the misfortune to be a Communist premier 
of Hungary when Hungarians were restles 
under the Communist hammer and sickle, 
has proved what needed no proving. 
Mon and women in this century who make 
the fateful decision to live by the sickle can 
count on dying by it, if they live long enough. 
Nagy and the three co-conspirators who were 
executed by their fellow Communists have 
no claim on non-Communist sympathy. 
There may have been some excuse in the 
early days of the Communist conspiracy for 
Ignorance about its ways. But there is no 
excuse now for any Communist to believe 
he is involved in anything more humanitarian 
than what Communisn has been made by 
its disciples 
Under Communism, no individual has any 
rights that cannot be 
set aside by 
the 
lective decisions made in the name of the 
party dictatorship. Under Communism, there 
are no relative values, no shaded decisions, 
no gradations of white and black. Every­ 
thing is absolute. 
This is the meaning of authoritarian rule. 
It is the thing that disenchants fellow trav­ 
elers, like the dissatisfied Americans 
who 
thought going along with the Communist par­ 
ty was like going along on a clambake. 
Even Stalin the most ruthless of all, fin­ 
ally became the victim of his own ruthless- 
ness — and Khrushchev's time may not be 
far distant. 
A Tito may go along indefinitely, being a 
Communist on his own terms. A Gomulka, 
or a Nagy may get away with a show of 
Independence for a time. But eventually they 
must die by the absolutism they lived by— 
and without mercy.

Auto Vacations in U.S.

Eighty million Americans w i l l 
take auto vacations this summer 
and attempt to beat the recession 
with maximum use of the na­ 
tion’s free tourist attractions and 
sightseeing wonders. 
And the vacation hotel and mo­ 
tel owners, the operators of re­ 
sorts and other vacation-for-pay 
enterprices are braced for price- 
haggling such as they haven’t en­ 
countered from tourists in many 
years. 
Nevertheless, auto vacationers 
will spend about 12 billion dollars 
this summer. This is about as 
much as they spent the year be­ 
fore, a survey by toe American 
Automobile Association reveals. 
Many persons are deciding to 
toke inexpensive driving vacations 
instead of their usual stay at ex­ 
pensive resorts. Many people who 
customarily take long, cross-coun­ 
try trips this year will take short­ 
er trips in the interest of economy. 
And tile camping boom which has 
been developing the past several 
years is expected to reach a new 
high this summer. 
Two of the big reasons for gen­ 
eral optimism by the AAA experts 
and other travel author lies are 
the record savings which Ameri­ 
cans have in the bank, and the 
new roads which have opened to 
tourists during the past 12 months. 
Official state and federal statis­ 
tics on the completions of new 
highways sometimes lags more 
than a year in being reported to 
the public because of red tape. 
But a privately published survey, 
Tile Parade Magazine Turnp i k e 
Guidebook, reports1 
“Since last year, more than 500 
miles of turnpike, and 1,250 miles 
of expressways have opened. This 
now gives the U.S. more than 3,- 
000 miles of turnpikes and more 
than 7,500 miles of free express­ 
ways.”

The United States regards the 
East German territory as still un­ 
der the tour power occupation 
agreement. No peace treaty has 
been signed covering that area 
and toe military armistice is still 
in effect. The Soviets have set up 
a puppet government in East Ger­ 
many but this does not alter the 
status of the four power agree­ 
ment. 
Thus an American military mis­ 
sion sits in Potsdam, which is 
wJhin Last German tern ary and 
is empowered to (lea' ,,;to a l l 
questions of a military nature aris­ 
ing therein. The Soviets, however, 
are repudiating the rif* *- of that 
military mission and are insisting 
that the American government’s 
dealings be with the East German 
regime. 
The Soviets in 1945 were tem­ 
porarily given administrative au­ 
thority over the so-called Soviet 
zone, which includes East Ger­ 
many. But this authority is revo­ 
cable. 
The tour allied powers are the 
true custodians of the so - called 
Soviet zone. 


ALLIES DO NOT usually deny 
to each other the right of access 
to any part of their own military 
zones. If they do, they cease to be 
allies. Actually, under the tour 
power agreement, the Soviets still 
are responsible for the quick re­ 
turn of American servicemen who 
may wander into their zone and 
the United States has so informed 
the Soviet government. 
The United States has every 
right under the broad principle* 
of international law to use military 
force to protect the lives of its 
citizens who happen to be in for­ 
eign lands. In 
the 
present in­ 
stance, 
moreover, 
the 
United 
States, as a member of the alli­ 
ance that fought World War II, 
has every right to recover any of 
its military personnel. 
This has been demanded of th* 
Soviet rulers but they are attempt­ 


ing to wash their hands of any re ­ 
sponsibility. 
If, therefore, the Moscow gov­ 
ernment insists that it has relin­ 
quished all administrative author­ 
ity over the Soviet zone in East 
Germany, then such authority re­ 
verts completely to the other three 
military powers — Great Britain, 
France and t|ie United States. 


IT IS INCONCEIVABLE 
that 
the United States would take any 
military steps alone and it would 
probably consult its two allies 
about joint action. 
Many people will say that such 
a contingency —- the forcible re­ 
covery of the nine Americans —is 
remote but this does not dispose 
of the legal situation that has been 
introduced. For the three powers 
now have been told, in effect, by 
the Soviet Union that it has ended 
its occupation of the Soviet zone. 
This raises a legal problem that 
cannot be ignored. 
The three powers, of course,art 
in a position now to take the So­ 
viets at their word and to discuss 
among themselves what military 
measures should be taken to re­ 
cover control of the area which 
was previously occupied by 
the 
Sovieis but which has never been 
given to any puppet regime or to 
any other authority in East Ger­ 
many to administer except toe So­ 
viets. 


THE MOSCOW government has 
been trying to maneuver the Unit­ 
ed States into a position which 
would require recognition of 
the 
East German government as the 
ransom price for the recovery of 
the nine army men, who are in 
prison though they have committed 
nfl crime and violated no tenet of 
international law. 
As for West Germany, all tour 
powers have relinquished author­ 
ity over it and have recognized this 
federal republic. 
The United States could deal 
with the East German authorities, 
as Secretary Dulles says, just as 
it might negotiate with any “kid­ 
napper.” But to do so raises a 
question that will not be settled 
by the mere release of the nine 
Americans. The real question is 
how Great Britain, France and th* 
United States shall deal hence­ 
forth with the zone previously oc­ 
cupied by the Soviets. 
The 
situation 
could 
be clari­ 
fied by a proposal to send Ameri­ 
can troops to rescue the nine air­ 
men. For they are being held ap­ 
parently by a “bandit” govern­ 
ment which has no rights under 
the original four power agreement 
The Soveits might be inclined 
then to re-enter the picture, as 
they have a right to do. This 
could speed the release of th* 
nine Americans.

The bears who are selling short 
seem to take the earnings de­ 
cline more seriously than do the 
bulls who apparently think the 
profit squeeze is 
a temporary 
thing and can be eased. 
The New York Stock Exchange 
says that in the 27 years it has 
been reporting the short interest 
that barometer of bearish senti- 
irien is now at the record high. 
The American Stock Exchange 
also reports a record short inter­ 
est. 
To sell short you borrow stock 
iii expectation of buying it back 
later at a lower price. If you do, 
you make a profit.
